WAS HI NG TO N, May 27.— (Associated Press Dis pa tch )— Just as the Ger­ 


man cannon were thundering their herald of the renewed offensive on the 


western front, Pre sident Wilson today appeared unexpectedly before Con­ 


gress and demanded that, laying political considerations and all other matA 


ters aside, it remain in session until it has enacted n ew w a r tax laws to 


finance the growing cost of the war and prepare the country for the burden 
it must bear. 
President Wilson declared it was necessary to proceed imm ediately with 


the new tax laws 
P la n s w hich m ig h t hav e d elayed th e w ork but w h ich involved a w o rk ­ 
ing a g re e m e n t b e tw ee n both p a rtie s h a v e fallen th ro u g h , th e P resid en t told 
C o n g ress, and th e re w as no w ay to m eet th e p roblem of financing th e w ar 
but to h av e C o n g re ss re m a in in session. 
He called upon C o n g ress to e lim in a te politics fro m th e con sid eratio n 
Politics, he said, is “ a d jo u rn e d .M

P re s id e n t said, should be on it,com es, w a r profits and luxuries.
